Members of Pottstown Borough Council Monday 
night will appoint a 21-member citizens committee to 
find projects on which to spend more than $2..8 million 
in federal Community Development Act funds ear­ 
marked for the borough through 1980 
And there won’t be a politician among the 21. 
That stipulation was made by Pottstown Borough 
Solicitor Ronald H. Reymer. one of the officials who 
screened a list of possible candidates made up of volun­ 
teers and names submitted by members of borough 
council. 
Under federal guidelin.es, the committee must be as 
broad-based as possible, reflecting all walks of life in a 
community and running the complete range of society. 


Reynier said if the makeup of the committee were 
challenged in federal court one of the surest ways for it 
to be ruled illegal would be for it to contain politicians 
on its roster. 
Thus, said Reynier, the names of all of those who had 
any political affiliations at all were deleted from the 
list. 
"And, said the solicitor, "the people come from 
various wards in a proportion to the population of those 
wards. 
"Thus, the First and Second Wards have two mem­ 
bers each, the Third and Fourth Wards have four mem­ 
bers each and the Fifth, Sixth and Seventh Wards have 
three members each." 
He noted while the 1970 Census reflected a 9.6 per 
cent Black population in the borough, the makeup of 


the committee will have a higher percentage of Black 
membership, and nine of the 21 members will be 
women. 
One member will be a resident of Pottsgrove Towers, 
representing the elderly,, while another will be a 
student at Montgomery County Community College, 
representing youth. 
The membership will represent all levels of the 
economy, occupation and social status as well. 
All of the names have been selected, but officials 
declined to release them before Monday's meeting 
because two suggested members may be replaced 
One of those is a member of a borough board, and 
this, officials feel, is a political affiliation *

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Three Doctors to Report on Nixon 
Sirica Orders Examination 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica decided Friday to 
appoint three doctors to 
examine former President 
Richard M. Nixon and report 
on whether he is healthy 
enough to testify in the 
Watergate cover-up trial. 
Sirica, who said he expects 
to choose a panel of outstan­ 
ding physicians by next 
w eek, was seeking a 
weekend meeting with one of 
those doctors he is con­ 
sidering. 
He said the panel would 
include specialists in inter­ 
nal medicine and circulatory 
disorders. 
The doctors would report 
their findings to Sirica after 
exam ining the former 
president, who is undergoing 
treatm ent at Memorial 
Hospital in Long Beach. 
Calif., for phlebitis and 
various complications. 
The decision marked the 
latest development in defen­ 
dant John D. Ehrlichman's 
effort to secu re the 
testimony of his former 
White House boss. 
N ix o n 's 
p erso n a l 
physicians have said that 
Nixon can engage in no sub­ 
stantial physical or mental 


effort for two to three mon­ 
ths and probably will be 
unable to travel for an 
indefinite time. 
Attorneys for the other 
defendants voiced no objec­ 
tions to appointment of the 
medical panel, but associate 
W atergate prosecutor 
James F. Neal said the 
prosecutors don't need 
Nixon's testim ony and 


‘‘don't concede that Mr. 
Nixon is a necessary witness 
for any of the defendants. ”

Federal Judge's Order 
8 Former Guardsmen Acquitted 
In Shootings At Kent State 


CLEVELAND (UPI) - 
U.S. District Court Judge 
Frank J. Battisti Friday 
ordered the acquittal of 
eight former Ohio National 
Guardsmen charged in the 
Kent State University 
shootings and termed the 
killings of four students “a 
series of tragic blunders and 
mistakes." 
The former guardsmen 
were on trial in Federal 
Court here on charges of 


conspiring to violate the civil 
rights of the students who 
were killed and the nine 
wounded in a 13-second 
volley of gunfire during an 
antiwar demonstration at 
Kent State on May 4.1970. 
Battisti ruled after three 


weeks of testimony that the 
prosecution, which had 
introduced 32 witnesses, 
failed to prove that the guar­ 
dsmen were guilty of con­ 
spiracy—the specific count 
with which they wrere 
charged.

Earlier Friday night. 
Secretary of the Army 
Howard Callaway disclosed 
that he has granted Calley 
parole, effective Nov. 19. 
C a llaw a y's surprise 


announcement came less 
than five hours after a 
federal appeals court in New 
Orleans ordered Calley 
freed on bail. 
Calley. who has been in 
Army custody for more than 
three years, walked out of 
the U.S. Army Disciplinary 
Barracks with his escort 
officer. Capt. Gerald M. 
Gasko 
About 10 minutes before 
the release. Capt. Jack 
Mooney. Army information 
officer, told newsmen they 
were not to talk to Calley or 
ask him any questions 
“'because he is still under 
military jurisdiction.'' 
Calley, wearing a gray 
plaid business suit and 
Carrying a black duffle bag. 
did not say a word to anyone 
when he left the barracks. 


Chief U.S Prosecutor 
Robert Murphy said he wras 
not surprised at the decision 
by Battisti to agree to a 
defense motion of acquittal 
and said the government 
would not appeal the ver­ 
dict. 
"On the basis of the 
evidence presented by the 
government, reasonable 
ju ro rs m ust find a 
reasonable doubt as to 
whether the eight defendan­ 
ts possessed the specific 
intention to deprive the 
students of their constitu­ 
tional rights," Battisti said 
in a 17-page written 
opinion.

The New Orleans study 
showed the presence of 
minute quantities of 66 
organic chemicals in that 
city’s drinking water, some

“Help fight inflation. Don’t buy sugar.” 
That sign in Bakers, -an Omaha. Neb., 
supermarket is typical of efforts by many 
stores to get Americans to cut back their 
consumption of sweets as a way of combat­ 
ting soaring sugar prices and preventing a 
possible shortage. 
Several stores limited purchases of 
sugar; others suggested substitute pur­ 
chases like fruit instead of candy and yogurt 
instead of ice cream. 
Retail sugar prices have soared by as 
much as 300 per cent in a year . A five-pound 
bag of granulated sugar that used to cost 
about 70 cents now retails in many areas for 
over$2 
Sugar refiners say increased worldwide 
demand and bad weather that hurt crops 
have caused the increases; several govern­ 
ment agencies are investigating reports of 
high profit margins by the companies 
Full-page newspaper ads by Pathmark 


Supermarkets, with 104 stores in six 
Eastern states, urged people to cut sugar 
consumption and offered discount coupons 
for substitute foods The chain also posted 
what it called “warning notices” in each 
store under items with a high sugar content. 
Stores in Miami also rationed sugar. 
Stop & Shop and Star Market, two 
Massachusetts grocery chains, took out ads 
suggesting customers boycott sugar until 
the price comes down. They also said sugar 
had a relatively low nutritional value for the 
number of calories it contained 
A similar view came from Harvard 
economist Jean Mayer who said sugar 
“provides calories, but contributes nothing 
to the diet. As a nutritionist, I would be giad 
if people bought less sugar ” 
Mayer recently returned from the 
U N.-sponsored World Food Conference in 
Rome where there have been several 
suggestions that Americans should eat less 
of all kinds of food in order to help avert 
mass starvation in developing countries 


to health, the EPA said. 
Russell E. Train, the EPA 
adm inistrator, said in 
Washington that the nation­ 
wide survey will* •toll us how 
widespread and serious” the 
problem of chemical 
pollutants in water supplies 
is. 
'Train said the study would 
also determine if the suspect 
chemicals are having any 
discernible effect on public 
health 
In New Orleans. Gordon 
G. Robeck of Cincinnati, 
director of EPA’s Water 
S u p p l y 
R e s e a r c h 
Laboratory, said, “there is 
no gross evidence to show 
there is an acute problem .’’ 
Another report, issued 
Thursday by a private 
environmentalists' 
organization, said the 
drinking water might be 
responsible for the city's 
high rate of cancer deaths, 
“ I don't categorically 
reject the report,” Robeck 
said. 
Just last week, the EPA 
.announced that studies of 
drinking water in New 
Orleans and Cincinnati 
raised the possibility that 
chlorine, added to water to 
kill bacteria, may combine 
with some pollutants to form 
carcinogens — compounds 
that may cause cancer. It 
said it was launching a 
nationwide study of the 
problem. 
New Orleans' drinking 
water is drawn from the 
Mississippi River, which has 


hundreds of industrial plants 
along its banks and has been 
called the world's longest 
sewer by environmentalists 
The latest EPA laboratory' 
tests turned up small quan­ 
tities of 66 organic chemicals 
in the city's water supply.

year earlier deeding Nixon's 
pre-presidentia! papers to 
the government, the Special 
Prosecutor said in a formal 
“information" to the court. 
Chief U.S. District Judge 
George L. Hart Jr. released 
Morgan in the custody of his 
attorney pending a pre-sen­ 
tence investigation He could 
receive up to five years, 
imprisonment and a $10,000 
fine. 
Before he resigned the 
p r e s i d e n c y , 
N i x o n 
specifically asked a Senate 
committee to confirm the 
legitimacy of his $576,000 
total tax deductions for the 
donation. 
Questions had 
been raised whether the

Nixon pointed out that the 
IRS audited his returns from 
1971 and 1972 and found them 
to be in order.

How much is a man worth? If you weigh 
150 pounds, the chemist will tell you that you 
are worth about $30. The businessman says 
that judging by average earning power, a 
man of 30 is worth $32.'000. In the year 1724. 
an Indian was worth $500—dead! That was 
the bounty offered by the colony of 
M assachusetts for each scalp! 
According to an educator, a man is worth 
what he knows, But to value a man on men­ 
tal capacity alone is a poor calculation. The 
warden of New York s Sing Sing Prison said 
to a visitor: “We have here a first-class 
college faculty. Some of these prisoners 
could teach any college subject!"

A m an’s character also determines his 
true greatness. Character is what a man is 
in the dark But many men would rather 
have their portraits improved than their 
character! You don’t make your character 
in a crisis — you exhibit it!

In 1646. Pastor Eliot set 
out with Job Neustan to visit 
the Indian settlements, sur­ 
prising the Indians with his 
skill in talking to them in 
their own language. 


And in 1659. Pastor Eliot 
and Job worked four years to 
com plete the first tran­ 
slation of the Bible into the 
Algonquin Indian language. 
In 1663. Pastor Eliot paid 
to have 1.500 of these Bibles 
published, which were the 
first American Bibles. And 
for Indians, not Caucasians! 
So slav ery in Colonial 
Days was of whites and red 
men as well as black men. 
And 
yellow men have 
likewise been slaves, too. so 
all 
ra ces have suffered 
slavery at one time or 
another. 
Alas, even in our large 
c itie s 
to d a y , 
“ w hite 
s la v e r y ” 
often occurs, 
where pimps and madames 
m a i n t a i n 
h o u s e s of 
prostitution, seducing young 
farm and immigrant girls 
into sexual slavery therein. 
But churches have been 
the main foes of slavery, as.

because of drought-reduced 
grain harvests this year and

producers, the Agriculture 
Department said Friday. 
Consumers can expect 
food prices to go up "on a 
fairly broad front" through 
midyear, the department's 
Outlook and Situation Board 


said. But officials said they 
could not predict whether 
the 1975 increases would 
match the big gains of the 
past two years. 
"Although 
consumer 
demand may be moderated: 
by a slowdown in economic 
activity, recent and prospec­ 
tive increases in farm prices 
fo r 
both 
crop 
and 
livestock-related foods are 
likely to surface at retail," 
the department said 


Officials said the outlook 
"largely reflects the adverse 
im pact" of weather this 
year, including last sum­ 
mer's drought and early 
frosts this fall which reduced 
grain and soy'bean prospec­ 
ts. 
Larry V. Summers of the 
departm ent’s E conomic 
Research Service said food 
prices — including meals 
eaten out as well as store 
groceries — could rise 2 to 5 


per cent in the first quarters 
of 1975 from their average 
during the last three months 
of 
th is 
y e a r . 
Last 
January-March prices went 
up an average of 4.5 percent 
from the final quarter of 
1973, 
"There's no way they're 
going to drop in the first 
quarter." Summers told a 
reporter "But we can t say 
at this time exactly how- 
much the increase will be."

New School Program Includes Rock Music 


Spring-Ford Junior High 
School music department, 
Royersford, incorporated a 
new music program into its 
eighth grade classes. 
Created during the sum­ 
mer by Grace Harrop, music 
instructor, the program 
emphasizes the study of 
modern rock music to enable 
pupils to learn more about 
the different styles of music 
from earlier periods 
The new program has a 
dual purpose.

Rock music has been used 
in music classes at the 
school for the past several 
years but not in this manner, 
according to the teacher.

School, Borough Allotted 
$41,000 in Tax Rebates 


Gov. Milton J. 
Friday released a list of 
Montgomery a id Berks 
County communities sharing 
in more than $20 million in 
tax rebates from the Penn­ 
sylvania, Public Utility 
Realty Tax. and he used the 
occasion to take another slap 
at George Bloom,, chairman 
of the Pennsylvania Public 
Utility Commission 
According to the list. Pott­ 
stown's municipal govern­ 
ment is receiving nearly 
$11.0001 as its share this year, 
while the Pottstown School 
District will get more than 
$30,000. 
O th er 
com m unities 
throughout the area also will 
receive varying, amounts, 
distributed from funds 
raised through a state real 
estate tax on property owned, 
by previously-exempt public 
utilities. 
FROM CONSUMER 
* 
But the money which will 
be used by local municipal 
and school governments, 
according to Shapp. actually 
is coming from the pockets 
of the consumer since the 
utilities raised their rates to 
offset the tax bite. 
"Unfortunately for Penn- 
sylvan ia ’s taxpavers." ’ the 
governor charged, "on the 
same day the tax became 
law. March 10, 1970. George 
Bloom, the PUC chairman, 
issued an order allowing the 
public utilities to pass onto 
their customers the cost of 
this newr tax. 
"That Bloom, edict, which 
still stands today, means the 
consumer picks up the tax 


tab for the utilities Bloom's 
order is as unfair and uncon­ 
scionable today as it was in 
1970 and is reflected in the 
‘surcharge' the consumer 
reads on his utility bills,” the 
governor added. 
Prior to the effective date 
of the tax measure, utilities 
were exempt from all forms 
of taxat ion on their holdings 
Even today they are exem­ 
pt from local municipal and 
school and county real estate 
levies, and under the 
program the state collects 
the money and reimburses 
the local governments on a 
proportionate basis. 
Pottstown’s check, which 
should arrive any day, will 
be for $.10,944. while the Pott­ 
stown School District will 
receive $30,195.

Long Stay at Pennhurst 
'Little Tough Guy' Would Rather Fix Cars

(Last of three-part' series.) 
A judge told Frank he 
S 
would only have to stay at 
:? Pennhurst for a little while., 
Almost three months have 
passed, and still this con­ 
fused, lonely 18-year-old — 
termed mentally retarded 
and a juvenile delinquent by 
state courts — is existing on 
a ward of severely and 
profoundly retarded youths. 
"I keep on getting locked 
up in different places,” 
Frank said. "The more they 
lock me up the worse 1 get.” 
A trag ic product of 
Philadelphia’s notorious 
street gangs, Frank was 
g I v e n w h a. t P e n n h u r st 
officials believe is a 
"culturally biased” IQ test, 
was labeled retarded on the' 
basis of that test, and shut­ 
tled off to Pennhurst. 


N E E D P L A C E 
"I need a place where 
there’s a program for me.” 
he said, “ where I can 
learn reading, writing and 
maybe fixing cars.” 
P e n n h u r s t 
is doing 
everything within its limited 
power to help Frank, at 
great expense to* other 
residents. 
“ He got occupational 
therapy immediately,” said 
Edward Coburn, child care 
aide, “ when we’ve been 
trying for months to get that 
for other kids on the ward.” 
As the days drag on it 
becomes, more and more 
clear to Pennhurst employes 
affected by the problem of 
44 inappropriate placements' ’ 
that state courts are using 
the Spring City institution as 
a dumping ground. 
What is not being done 
about the problem far out­ 
weighs what is being accom­ 


plished. but some members 
of the Pennhurst staff have 
constructive ideas about 
what might be done to help 
Frank and others like him 
who fall victim to the 
inadequacies of state 
programs. 
A program geared to help 
these juvenile is the first 
step — and there just isn't 
any program of this nature 
offered in the greater 
Philadelphia area. Pennhur­ 
st officials say. 
Programs are promised. 
and nothing ever happens.” 
said Dr. James Brody, direc­ 
tor of the department of 
assessment and program­ 
ming techniques. 
4 4 If the money is made 
available by the state,” he 
said, “we at Pennhurst are 
willing to work with, these 
youths. But it will take new 
construction, more staff and 
training for staff members.” 


PRIM E TARGET 
Financial priorities of 
state legislators are a prime 
target for change. Dr. Brody 
said, because whatever is 
done will create a need, for 
funding. 
A long range goal is public 
awareness of the situation,., 
Dr. Brody said 
Public 
outrage, he feels, might 
eventually reach legislators, 
who control money. 
And still another positive 
step, Dr, Brody observed, 
would be better com­ 
munications between judges 
and institutions, so judges 
would not make the mistake 
of thinking Pennhurst is 
suitable for juveniles with, 
problems such as Frank's. 
But 
Kenneth Riznyk, 
psychologist , disagreed with 
Dr. Brody, maintaining that 
programs for these youths, 
including facilities and staff, 


is the only realistic answer 
to the problem 
Catherine Clark, director 
of social services, said group 
homes — where juvenile 
delinquents, with aggressive 
b e h a v i o r 
mi ght 
be 
integrated into the com­ 
munity under careful super­ 
vision — are a possible 
answer to the problem. 
But then again, she 
remarked, priorities in coun­ 
ty government for funding 
group homes makes them 
difficult to establish. 
Frank could "work his 
way out ” of the locked ward 
where he is now confined, 
Miss Clark pointed out. by 
proving he is willing to help 
himself... 
HOW FAIR? 
But how fair is it for a 
young man like Frank, who 
does not belong on a locked 
ward of severely and 
profoundly retarded young 
men. to have to prove he 
does not deserve to be there ^ 
At a recent meeting of the 
Pennhurst board of trustees 
a n d 
M r s . 
H e l e n e 
Wohlgemuth... secretary of 
public welfare, it was 
decided to train Pennhurst 
staff members to work with 
juvenile delinquents com­ 
mitted by state courts 
T r a i n, i n g sessions .have 
already begun, although 
many staff members and 
officials stand firmly behind 
their belief that Pennhurst 
should remain an institution 
for the severely and profoun­ 
dly retarded. 
Others, like Dr. Brody, are 
willing to accept the 
challenge of helping youths 
like Frank if given the 
monetary resources to do so 
But Mrs. Wohlgemuth's 
answer — to train present 
staff and find room for the 


program in the already 
crowded facilities — seems 
to be no answer at ail to 
many staff members. 
And there are other fac­ 
tors to consider before such 
a program could be initiated 
at Pennhurst, Dr Brody 
pointed out. 
"What are our obligations 
to the community if we start 
taking kids with juvenile 
de I i n q uent behav ior ?" ’ he 
asked. 
However, it is in the com­ 
munity where a movement 
to correct 
Pennhurst's 
juvenile delinquent problem 
could begin, 
"Labeling people retarded 
and sending them off to be 
with their owe kind isn’t 
right.” Dr. Brody stated. 
"We want to integrate these 
people into the community. 
And the community needs to 
make a commitment.” 
'There are a, few’ forestry 
camps in the state that 
accept juvenile delinquents. 
J, Gregory Pirmann, un.it 
director, pointed out. 
But there are hundreds of 
youths like Frank — lost and 
with no one to guide them. 
The state of Pennsylvania 
has thrown them into one of 
society's dark closets .and 
shut the door 
But the "out of sight — out 
of mind""" philosophy does not 
sit well with Pennhurst staff 
members who must sud­ 
denly run two programs for 
two very different types of 
individuals at once and see 
the majority of residents suf­ 
fer at the same time. 
i 'm just a tough little 
guy,” Frank, says. “People 
can t scare me. I've been in 
some bad places.” 
But it's hard to imagine 
that living where Frank 
lives is not frightening

“If less time is required 
for producing food and 
clothing, time must be added 
for shopping and managerial 
tasks in the home.’* she said. 
**A contemporary woman 
spends about one full day a 
week in traveling to and 
from stores compared to two 
hours a week for women in 
the 1920s.”

would expect the laundry 
time would be slashed.

amount of time spent doing 
laundry has increased," said 
Prof. Vanek. • Presumably 
people have more clothes 
now than they did in the past 
and they wash them more." 
Time spent on child care 
also has increased. Today's 
mother devotes more energy 
to a child's social and mental 
development. 
Why are women with jobs 
able to do their household 
chores in 26 hours a week 
while the non-employed 
housewives take 55 hours? 
Contrary to belief, the 
working wife is not helped 
out by her husband any more 
than is the non-employed 
wife, says Vanek. Nor does 
she use paid help to any 
greater extent. 
She believes the answer 
may be in the monetary 
value given of housework.

There are women today who 
are using curtain fabrics for 
clothes too, and many of 
them are even pulling the 
sheets off the bed and taking 
the 
t owe l s 
from the 
bathroom and turning them 
into fashionable styles. 
Home sewers are using 
sheets and towels because 
they are durable, available 
in a variety of imaginative 
prints, are easy-care1 and 
often cost less than com­ 
parable fabrics sold bv the 
yard, which appeals to 
budget-minded women. 
For example, you can 
make an array of styles 
Irom a twin-sized patterned 
flat sheet (72 by 104 inches» 
which ranges from about $5 
to $7 in no-iron cotton and 
polyester. From the sheet 
you get about six yards ot

would cost about $2 a yard.

Here are some of her 
suggestions for sewing with 
sheets and towels: 
Use polyester and cotton 
blended 
thread or all 
polyester when sewing 
sheeting to avoid puckering 
at the seam s when the 
finished item is laundered. 
Cotton thread shrinks at a 
different rate from polyester 
and could cause puckering, 
Open hems at the top and 
bottom of sheets before cut­ 
ting out your pattern, which 
will give you six square yar­ 
ds in each twin-size sheet. 
Seams in sheeting should 
be pressed open after stit­ 
ching. 
When sew ing w ith towels, 
gather areas longer than 18 
inches in sections to prevent, 
the thread from breaking 
when you pull it. Use the 
longest 
stitch on your 
machine. A heavy needle 
and polyester or heavy-duty 
thread is best for gathering 
the thick terrv. 


To finish cut edges use an 
overcast stitch if you have a 
zigzag machine. If not. run 
two rows of stitching along 
the 
seam allowance to 
prevent raveling. 
Cut terry like velvet, in 
one direction because of the 
nap. so the grain will be 
going in one direction. 


Clip selvages every 2 
inches when they are used in 
seam 
allowance. The 
selvage is woven tighter 
than the rest of the towel .and 
could cause pulling unless it 
is clipped. 


In general, terry should 
not be' pressed (except to 
open seams when you should 
hold the steam iron just over 
the surface of the terry). In 
un shea red terry, pressing 
flattens the loops and in 
sheared terry, the iron will 
mark the plush-cut surface.

“A balanced budget is cer­ 


tainly the direction we 
should be going in; we want 
to be sure the 1976 budget 
best serves the economy for 
1976.’’

O ther adm inistration 
officials have said in recent 
days they feel a balanced 
budget is now beyond reach 
because of the sagging 
e c o n o m y .

NFL Strike — Gone 
But Not Forgotten 


NEW YORK (AP) - You 
remember the National 
Football League players' 
strike, don’t you? 
Well, technically, it’s still 
going on . . . although a 
check of NFL teams shows 
that the players almost 
unanimously would like 
nothing better than to forget 
about 
it—for the time 
being—and concentrate on 
winning games rather than 
benefits. 
It has been suggested that 
the strike has been broken, 
that the 
NFL Players 
Association took the wrong 
tactic by striking before 
training camp even began, 
rather than going through 
camp and the exhibition 
games, then striking when 
the regular season began. 
No one. of course; will 
admit that the strike—and. 
thus, the union—has been 
busted. 
Certainly not John Thomp­ 
son, the executive director of 
the NFL Management Coun­ 
cil, the owners’ bargaining 
agent. “I don’t know if that’s 
the right wording,” Thomp­ 
son says, hedging a bit. 
“That really is an evaluation 
for someone else to make.” 
And certainly not the 
players. “I guess you’d say 
it's in limbo now,” says 
Atlanta offensive tackle 
George Kunz, the Falcons' 
player representative. “I 
don’t think the strike has 
been broken, but we’ll find 
out next year if it has been 
broken or not.” 
“The issues are far from 
dead. We’re just playing 
without a contract.” says 
Oakland cornerback and 


player representative Willie 
Brown. And offensive tackle 
Don Dierdorf of St. Louis, 
the 
Cardinals' 
player 
r e p r e s e n t a t i v e , 
adds 
emphatically: “We lost the 
battle but we’re not giving 
upon the war.” 


But 
Ed 
Garvey, the 
executive director of the 
players union, acknowledges 
that the strike envisioned by 
the NFLPA—one which 
would have shut down the 
game and forced the owners 
to come to terms—wasn’t 
what happened. 


“We’ve been going over 
what went wrong with the 
strike, whether we won or 
lost and how to get back to 
the negotiating table in a 
stronger position.” says 
Garvey, who has visited 
about half the 26 teams to 
discuss the strike’s future 
and will probably meet with 
the remainder of the clubs 
before the season ends. 


“ What we did didn’t 
work,” he admits. “As long 
as they could play games 
with rookies and free agents, 
ultimately we had to go in. 
Now the question is what will 
the strategy be1* . . . Some 
(players) thought it was a 
mistake 
to accept the 
c o o I i n g-off period. Some 
thought some of the deman­ 
ds 
were 
not 
handled 
properly. Some thought we 
should have gone into camp 
in the beginning and then 
struck.”

But it is clear in any language that George was 
flim-flammed. He was beguiled by an opponent who 
trapped him with deceitful rhetoric in which a promise 
was made to float like a butterfly and sting like a bee. 
Muhammad Ali didn't do either. 
Nor was it ever his intention to do either, it was 
his plan to trick Foreman into believing that George 
would be chasing a moving target, a man so swift that 
he could catch birds. 
Gonna dance all night," Ali said to his spiritual 
Polly, Bundini Brown. 
"Yeah, we gonna dance a-ItI night," answered 
Bundini. 
Convinced that he was the hunter, Foreman drew 
an elementary plan whereby, in the stirring lexicon of 
the sport, he would cut off the ring, thus short-circuiting 
Muhammad's retreat. 
The only trouble was, Muhammad didn't retreat. 
After the first round, he backed into the ropes, and 'he 
stayed there, merely sparring defensively with George. 
PLOTS THICKEN 
A certain segment of' 'boxer can perform with ex­ 
cellence when the fight goes to blueprint. But when it 
doesn't, it challenges his ingenuity. It's like a quarter­ 
back asked to audibilize. 
Obviously, Foreman hadn't yet learned the art of 
adjusting, because he flailed away ineffectually until he 
got tired. And, with a very ordinary combi nation, he 
then got himself knocked cold by a man who had been 
taken the distance in his last five fights, including one 
against that formidable foe from Jakarta, Rudi Lubbers. 
The ascension of Ali again to the heavyweight 
championship is more than a tribute to his skills and his 
cunning. 
It is the greatest testimonial to the screwball ap­ 
proach in the history of athletics. No one in the memo­ 
ry of those who watch sports prepares himself mentally 
for a major event in quite the way that Muhammad 
does. 
Most people feel he talks himself limp before a 
fight because he is some kind of fruitcake. 
What he is doing, wittingly or not, is rejecting his 
fears with talk. And he is doing it publicly in the sort of 
forum that gives him his greatest therapy. 
If he tried to repress this colossal wave of anxiety 
that seizes him, he probably would be taken away in a 
net. Every athlete, in every sport, feels anxiety, each 
coping with it in his own way. 
LIP SERVICE 
Muhammad has to talk. The greater the fear, the 
more he jabbers. At the weigh-in preceding the night he 
won the title from Sonny Liston, he went coconuts with 
his monologue. For awhile, it appeared as if the fight 
would be canceled. 
Before the Boxing Commission would permit it to 
go on, it dispatched a doctor to take his pulse, test his 
blood pressure and, presumably, examine his pupils 
with a flashlight. 
Now 
against 
another destructive brute 
named 
Foreman, he comported himself similarly in preparation, 
picking Africa, fittingly, as a place Jo go ape1. 
But he understands how to train, and he does it 
with great dedication, especially for one who now has 
been boxing professionally for 14 years. 
The monotony and the loneliness of hard training 
ruins most champions. It wrecked Joe Frazier, who 
came1 unprepared for his fight with Foreman and got 
demolished. 
And, very likely, it did in Foreman, who grows 
dangerouly heavy between bouts and seemed anything 
but fit when the match with Alt swung into the eighth 
round, which is only half a championship fight. 
Perhaps it should have been clear when Muham­ 
mad's cerebral coach, Angelo Dundee, allowed his man 
to come in at 216V2 that dancing wasn't the plan. 
Dundee wanted strength, not speed afoot, for the 
scheme they were going to implement. Angelo drew the 
play, and Muhammad carried out the fake. 
"I'm the fastest heavyweight in the history of bo- 
xin'," Ali said to Bundini Brown.

Family" was the first attem­ 
pt to present a family 
honestly on television. But it 
has had almost no effect on 
televison in general. Most 


situation comedies today 
present the same old for­ 
mula lives and the pattycake 
affairs. 
'Once, after "All In The 
Family" was on the air, I 
was in a Raquel Welch 
special. In a sketch. I had a 
line saying. 'What the hell 
was that?'^ 
“They cut it. explaining 
that “hell" was all right in 
“All In The Family," but 
this was a special, and the 
rules were different. 
“Once on All In The 
Family, I was being hassled 
by the police and I w anted to 
mouth, not say, but to 
mouth, the word sonuvabit- 
ch„* They wouldn't let me do 
that, although Bea Arthur 
recently said it on Maude.

CAMERA ANGLES: Impressions of International Photo Fair

The 1974 Photokina was 
like a college reunion which 
I couldn’t personally attend 
for the first time in 18 years. 
My 
introduction 
to 
Photokina in Cologne, Ger­ 
many, in 1956. was also my 
first trip to Europe. It was 
an exciting, thrilling visit to 
the Old World where I could 
focus on foreign landmarks 
and authentic native scenes 
on photo excursions away 
from, the big cities. The 
indelible first impressions 
remain 
an 
unforgettable 
memory. 
Photokina was then, and 
has remained, the world's 
largest photo fair held nor­ 
mally at twoyear intervals. 
It’s 
a 
gigantic 
meeting 
forum and showcase of the 
international 
photographic 
industry 
for 
the 
newest 
developments in cameras, 
equipment and machinery— 
the hardware — and at the 
same 
time, 
a mammoth 
exhibition 
hall 
for 
the 
cultural and creative results 
of photography in pictures 
and films — the software. 
There is also the human 
side of Photokina. It s a 
magnet for internationally 
known 
photographic 
per­ 
sonalities 
and 
photo jour­ 


nalists, officials of the in­ 
dustry, photo innovators and 
exhibitors, 
photo 
press, 
authors and publishers — 
people from many countries 
you get to know at suc­ 
ceeding sessions through the 
years as old friends with a 
common 
interest: 
photography. 
Our plans to attend this 
year’s session in late Sep­ 
tember were canceled at the 
last moment, however, when 
my wife took a 10-day trip to 
a hospital instead. But an old 
Photokina colleague. Nor­ 
man Lipton, came to my 
rescue with an offer to act as 
my eyes and ears. As .an 
editor 
for 
Popular 
Pho­ 
tography. he had been part 
of 
the 
1956 
*group 
of 
American journalists seeing 
Photokina for the first time, 
.and 
has 
been 
at every 
session 
since. 
From his 
report, here are some obser­ 
vations: 
The format of the 1974 
Photokina was drastically 
changed. L It was shortened 
from 
a 
nine-day 
to 
a 
seven-day session. 2. It was 
directed towards attendance 
only by a professional or 
dealer audience by imposing 
a high, one-time-only entran­ 
ce fee of $8 The purpose was 
to 
eliminate 
the 
dense 


crowds of a general public 
which blocked aisles .and 
hindered the primary pur­ 
pose of showing new produc­ 
ts to dealers or potential 
importers from many coun­ 
tries 
long 
before 
they 
reached the public. 3. The 
cultural or photo exhibition 
part of the fair was tran­ 
sferred from the fairground 
itself 
to 
Cologne’s. Kun- 
sthalle (Art Building) in the 
city center. Here it was open 
to the general public at a 
moderate charge ($1.20) .and 
the show, "Films, Photos 
Multivision.'’ remained on, 
view for 10 days longer than 
the trade show sessions. 
Final 
figures 
show 
a 
record participation by 825. 
firms from 27 countries with 
the United States No. 1 in 
foreign representation with 
95 exhibitors. Japan was 
second 
with 
76 
direct 
exhibitors; 
Great 
Britain 
was third, followed by Fran­ 
ce, Italy, Switzerland and on 
down to the U S S R, with 
one exhibitor. 


Summarizing 
the 
news 
generated by the trade show, 
these seem to be the outstan­ 
ding highlights: 
A veritable explosion of 
new 110 pocket cameras with 
at least 30 new models, 
many in the medium and 


high-priced 
range 
with 
sophisticated features and 
high styling. Appropriately, 
they were accompanied by a 
batch of new 110 slide projec­ 
tors. 
A noticeable expansion of 
the super-8mm sound movie 
system was also exhibited 
'with the introduction of at 
least six new cameras and 
'several sound projectors. 
Rejuvenation of the West 
German 
photographic 
industry was evidenced by .

The 
international 
marriage of Carl Zeiss with 
Japanese Yashica to pro­ 
duce 
a 
new, 
precision, 
singlelens-reflex 
camera 
system embodying advan­ 
ced electronic controls and 
sophisticated accessories. It

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Telly Savalas On Top 
'Kojak' Enjoys 
Living It Up

HOLLYWOOD-“If a pic­ 
ture paints a thousand wor­ 
ds. why can't I paint you'1 
..." A cassette videotape of 
Telly Savalas singing on a 
recent Dinah Shore show is 
playing on his dressing room 
TV set, and Telly Savalas 
loves it... 
In fact, the man loves 
what he's doing probably 
more than anyone else I've 
ever met 
At 50, Telly Savalas has 
decided that life isn't to be 
small or mean. For him, life 
will be grand and fine.. 
He sits in an easy chair, 
serves wine in glasses with 
Mickey Mouse decals, 'har­ 
dly notices the Emmy above 
his TV set (Best leading 
Actor in a. Dramatic Series, 
1973-74 ), 
and fires off 
larger-than-life statements 
and comments. 
Somewh e re ., so met ime. 
Telly Savalas must have 
headaches and corns like the 
rest of us,. But on, this'day. he1 
will have none of that. He 
will be a star, in the 
old-fashioned, grandiou.se, 
fun. way. 
He states. "Kojak? He 
ain't a super cop. He grew up 
in the gutter. No one’s going 
to razzle-dazzle him. He 
ain’t Sherlock Holmes; he's 
a 'guy from the neigh­ 
borhood. 
Who wears $250 suits, is 
perfectly bald, is addicted to 
suckers, and can somehow, 
within 15 minutes, get a list 
of all left-handed bomb 
experts released from jail in 
the last 15 years? 
Telly Savalas’ life has 
been one of the stranger 
odysseys of our time. He 
once taught college-level 
psychology (until he diseov- 
vered it was “ an art, not a 
science ), worked for the 
state department, and was 
senior director of news and 
special events for ABC 
radio. 
He now says of the ABC 
job, "I found I was nothing 
more than a guy holding a 
stopwatch. Working for ABC 
was the most tragic and 
demeaning experience of my 
life... but I had fun.** 
If you could only hear 
Savalas say that. “Most 
tra g ic " 
sounds like a 
Barry more cursing the gods, 
Richard 
Burton telling 
Elizabeth Taylor where she 
can go, or Olivier chewing 
Shakespeare.

machine safely landed in the oat field. 
What Am I Doing Here is not sup­ 
posed to have an answer.

I know I 
the opposite rudder pedal will be hard I 
to push for the recovery, but I know 1 I 
can push it, and the spin will stop at I 
once. Before too long, knowing, I climb I 
high and do spies for fun. 
It is only the unknown that is fearful. I 
As clouds lower about us, for instance, I 
we are unafraid if there’s a runway in I 
sight to land upon. We fear low ceil- I 
ings only when the unknown lies below I 
. . . fields or hills or treetops to come I 
down in, when we have never once 
landed on field, or hill or tree. But if 
we have landed in fields for years, if 
we know what to look for and how to 
control our airplane throughout, then 
landing in grass is no more frightening ■ 
than landing on a mile of concrete. 
Every pilot first conquered the fears 
of a narrow envelope of flight. We first 
knew our airplane and ourselves, well 
enough only to fly around the pattern 
on sunny days.

Engine 
is a less heeded one, most often ignored 
by those who have never heard an en­ 
gine stop in flight. Those pilots who 
fly without parachutes on black-night 
cross-countries and over seas of fog 
have no idea of where they might land 
if the engine quits, and without know­ 
ing haven’t a prayer of controlling the 
crash. 
It is a terrible empty feeling to have 
a guaranteed certified approved mod­ 
ern engine snap its crankshaft or swal­ 
low a valve or run out of gas when the 
. tank gauge reads f u l l . The feeling is 
all the worse when one can’t see to land, 
worse yet when one can’t bail out, and 
reaches ultimate despair when one finds 
he is a trapped and helpless passenger 
in his own airplane.

ANSWERS 


1. True—as shown by Stanford University stud­ 
ies which have demonstrated that complying 
with a small request makes a person much more 
prone to comply with a larger one later. This 
principle, as one leading investigator observed, 
is extremely useful in persuasion. 
2. True. If a person has made up his mind about 
something, trying to talk him out of it—no mat­ 
ter how persuasive you are—is likely to arouse 
resentment and provoke argument. Psycholog­ 
ical studies show that the best way to operate is 
to marshal your most persuasive facts but in­ 
stead of directing them at the person you want 
to convince, arrange for him to overhear them. 
Example: Excuse yourself while you “make a 
phone call,” during which you wax as eloquent 
as you can with your most convincing argu­ 
ments, favoring the point you wish to put across 
and permitting the other party to “overhear” 
your conversation. Research has shown that
